MORE ENTERTAINMENT

A regular entertainer at the Astoria Midsummer Scandinavian Festival for the 
past twenty-five years, KAARE NIELSEN first started playing accordian for 
dances as a teenager in and around his hometown of Sand, Norway. A self taught 
musician, he and his brother Arvid learned tunes by ear on their father's accordian 
and "wore it out." Later, he worked and saved to buy his own accordian and sheet 
music. Kaare brought his accordian along when he moved to Vancouver Island in 
the early fifties and often played for the Dutch, Russian and Norwegian 
communities in Port Alberni. Upon moving to the Portland area, he plays 
regularly for Norse Hall and other Scandinavian lodges and ethnic groups. He 
currently plays twice a month at the Eagles Lodge in North Portland. 


The Roynes Olsen Orchestra 
from Uppsala, Sweden have 
appeared in Astoria in 1984 and 
1986. The five member group is 
very versatile, each member plays 
several instruments, sings and 
dance. They sing in Swedish and 
English. They will play for the 
Queens Ball on Friday night at 9 
p.m. in the Cafeteria and in 
Concert Saturday evening in the 
Auditorium. 


The Kajaani Dancers from 
Kajaani, Finland was started in 
19775 Wheysdortfolk: classical: 
modem and jazz dance selections. 
They have performed in Estonia, 
Hungry, Sweden, Soviet Union, 
West Germany, Greece, Spain and 
Finland. 


HISTORY OF THE 
ASTORIA SCANDINAVIAN FOLK DANCERS 


1964 - 1973 
e1a.a70— 


Twenty Five years ago, the lst Scandinavian Festival was held as 
a money raising event for the then three year old Scandinavian 
Folk Dancers group under the direction of Carol Obie, assisted 
by Nellie Neorrman and Shirley Tinner. The folk dance group 
began when the above three were connected with the Girl Seout 
Association as Brownie Leaders. There was to be an International 
Festival and the Country we were to represent was Norway. We 
learned a few Norwegian dances and sangs, borrowed costumes fram 
a Norwegian children’s song and dance group. From this exposure 
we were asked ta da cur "shaw" at the various Scandinavian 
Lodges. Because of their popularity, the idea arose to forma 
Scandinavian Dance group aside from the Brownie Group. New 
castumes of their own were made by their mothers and new dances 
were learned. There were fifteen girls in the beginning. It 
remained an all girl group until the fall of 19366, the year the 
Astoria Bridge was dedicated. That fall, boys were added to the 
group. Through the next years, the sriginal folk dancers grew 
in number to 24 boys & girls. In their nine years of existence 
they performed at various lodges and celebrations in Oregon, 
Washington, California at Knotts Berry Farm, were featured 
entertainers at a "Night in Scandinavia" in Honolulu, Hawaii, 
and favorite entertainers on the cruise ship "Fairsea”". After 
their Ban Voyage cruise the Group disbanded in 1973. After 

two Festivals, the Scandinavian Midsummer Festival Association 
was formed, and the Festival has grown by numbers each year.
